CHINA. 


SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to tle 26th 


July ; the French mail from London, 5th June, arrived out on 
the 20th July, and the following P. and O. mail of 12th June 
on the 23rd July. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— 


The minutes of the meeting of the French Municipal Council 
held on the 22nd June have been published. Correspondence 
was laid on the table which had been exchanged between the 
Consul-General and the Chairman of the Council, on the non- 
convocation of the ratepayers to assist at the meeting at which 
the Budget was passed, and as to the yielding up to the Chinese 
by the Consul-General of the ground in dispute in the Ningpo 
and Saigon road affair. As to the first, the Council considered 
itself freed from responsibility by the refusal of the Consul- 
General to convoke or preside at the meeting. As to the second, 
the Council decided to ask whether the electors mean to have 
their rights to this piece of public property vindicated before a 
proper tribunal. A special meeting 1s to be held to consider 
the matter of wharves and pontoons, It is proposed to refer to 
arbitration a little dispute with the English Council arising out 
of the repairs to Yang-king-pang bridge No, 2. The only other 
matter of importance is an instruction to the secretary regarding 
the division of the wheelbarrow-tax and the responsibility for 
the maintenance of the bridges over the Yang-king-pang, which 
has already been made public in the letter addressed to the 
English Municipal Council. 

he fifty bales of raw silk salved from the wreck of the Canton 
have been sold by auction at Hunt’s Wharf. The sale attracted 
a large number of bidders, almost all native dealers. The prices 
realised, per bale, were, for Tsatlee Kukee Kinhoc, Tls. 241 to 
Tis. 248 ; Tsatlee, Tls. 131 to Tls. 227 ; Tsatlee Blne Elephant, 
Tls. 132 to Tls. 228 ; Tsatlee Eagle, Tls. 129 to Tls. 192 ; Tsatlee 
Red Peacocks, Tls. 197 to Ts. 223 ; and Taysaam Kahing Ting- 
hous, Tis. 140 to Tls. 159. There was a very brisk competition. 

The U.S.S. Ashuelot, Commander Matthews, returned to 
Shanghai on the 2lst July, after a cruise of over a month in the 
waters of the Yang-tsze above Hankow. The Ashuelot left that 
place on the 12th June, voyaged up the river for a distance of 
over 1,000 miles, or more than 360 miles above Hankow, and 
considerably above the point hitherto reached by foreign vessels. 
After having anchored at Ichang, where ceremonial visits were 
exchanged between the officers and the Taoutai and other digni- 
taries from the city, a party from the ship went overland on an 
exploring expedition, and met with the greatest kindness and 

ood feeling everywhere. The excursion extended over several 
ays, and after the return of the party steam was raised and the 
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lshvelot ran up to the gorges of the Yang-tsze. At one time the 
crowds about the ship were so great, and became so inconvenient 
to those on board, that it became necessary for the Taoutai to 
issne a notification to prevent any annoyance. At another stage 
of the Ashuelot’s progress the assemblage along the banks of the 
river was computed at 50,000 to 60,000—immense numbers hav- 
ing repaired to Ichang from the districts round to see the extra- 
ordinary visitor. The Ashuclot reports that as far as she had 
reached water was found fit to float any steamer or tea ship visit- 
ing this coast. She also reports portions of the country above 
Hankow as very much inundated. 

We are glad to be able to state, on the authority of Mr. Med- 
hugst, H.B.M. Consul, that the subscriptions towards the 

fnese Reading Room and Polytechnic School have reached 
Tis. 1,098.65 and $398. ‘The ‘Taoutai has given Ts. 200, the

H. M.’s gun-vessel Hornet arrived in port from Nagasaki on 
the 23rd July, on her way to Tientsin and Chefoo, to relieve the 
Curlew. The Thistle left for Nagasaki on the 23rd, 


We take the following items of intelligence from the Shanghai 


Budget :— 

There have been rumours floating about of war between 
China and Japan being imminent, but we have been unable to 
trace them to any definite source. 


The telegraph steamer H. C. Oersted returned on the 18th 
July from her telegraphic construction expedition to Foochow. 
We understand that the line between the Foreign Settlement 
and the Pagoda Anchorage was completed with all the antici- 
pated despatch, but that from the settlement to the Viceroy’s 
yamen in the city has not yet been erected. After that the 
steamer is said to have visited Amoy and Formosa, inspecting 
and prospecting, but with what result we have not heard. 

The trial of Michael Martin on a charge of sending a letter to 
Alfred Silverthorne, threatening to burn down a house belonging 
to him, has taken place at the Supreme Court, before Sir E. 
Hornby and a jury. There was no Crown prosecutor. Mr. 
Robinson conducted the defence. The taking of evidence was 
soon over, after which Mr. Robinson contended in point of law 
that there was no case to go to a jury, as there was no evidence 
to connect accused with the sending of the letter, which was the 

ravamen of the offence charge. In support of his contention 
ie quoted the leading case of King x, Howe. His Lordship made 
a note of this point, but overruled it, on which Mr. Robinson 
addressed an elaborate defence to the jury. The latter retired 
for about ten minutes, and returned with a verdict of guilty, 
His Lordship, after a few remarks, sentenced the prisoner to six 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour, to be followed by de- 
portation from this port ; but added, in regard to this last part 
of the sentence, that if satisfactory security were offered he 
might consider it. 

The strange agglomeration of races and languages existing in 
Shanghai has been well illustrated in H.B.M. Police Court, In 
one case of assault, one Bengalee speaking English was sned by 
another who needed a Bengulee interpreter, while, of the wit- 
nesses called, one was a Bengalee speaking remarkable English, 
the other was apparently also a native of Hindostan, but the fact 
that he spoke French seemed to hint of Pondicherry. They had 
all shipped in London for the steamer Europe but sailed for 
Carditf. In another assault case, a German mate was sued by 
two Japanese ; all of them belonging to a British ship. The 
Japanese were accompanied by an interpreter, and between their 
lengthened colloquies with the lattter, in a low, droppin g, rhym- 
ing concatenation of utterances, and the hazy English in which 
he gave, in six words or so, the suin of the whole, made the ex- 
amination one of the most excruciating we ever listened to. In 


the course of it, it turned out that the owner is a Scotchman, the. 


captain a Dane ; the mate aGerman ; the second mate a Euro- 
pean (?), while the remainder of the “fifteen all told ” included 
‘+ Malays, 2 Manila men, 2 Chinese, 2 Japanese and “another

FORMOSA. 

: THE JAPANESE EXPEDITION. 

A correspondent of the Hong Kong Daily Press writes as 
follows :— 

Everything is so quiet here that one would be inclined to forget 
altogether the presence of the Japanese in the island, were it 
not for the sight now and then of a steamer passing by, flying a 
flag with a red sun upon a white field, or for the occasional 
ape ate here of one or two strangers who wear European 
clothes, but show unmistakably Eastern features. ‘The relations 
between the Chinese and the Japanese are in exactly the same 
state as they were a fortnight ago. The Chinese authorities 
still content themselves with firmly and politely requesting the 
Japanese to leave Formosa, and assuring them that no portion of 
Chinese territory cau possibly be ceded to a foreign Power. At 
the same time they are making preparations in case peaceful 
measures should prove unsuccessful. A camp has been estab- 
lished in one of the Pescadore Islands, where there is a good 
harbour accessible in all weathers. M. Giquel is busy at ‘Tai- 
wan-foo making plans and inspecting fortifications. Mr. H. 0. 
Brown, of the Chinese Customs’ service, has just landed at 
Anping. As he was employed for some years by the Chinese in 
drilling troops at Tientain, it is easy to guess what his employ- 
ment in Formosa is likely to be. There is even some talk of 
laying a telegraph cable between the mainland and Tai-wan-foo. 
If this is really carried out, the presence of the Japanese will 
prac quickened the wits of the mandarins in most astorishing 

legree. 

he Japanese at Langkiaou are keeping very still. The south 
camp, which has been for some time their head-quarters, is a 
picture of neatness and tidiness, All the troops there are lodged 
in comfortable wooden houses. A road has been made to the 
shore, and trees planted. The army seems prepared to stay any 
length of time, but there are no arrivals of new troops, no forti- 
cations in course of construction. No new expeditions are being 
undertaken against the savages, but a few chiefs from the neigh- 
bouring villages ocrasionally come in to assure the General of 
the friendliness of themselves and their tribes. One road at 
least across the island is now considered safe, as the General and 
suite latterly rode across without an escort to the camp on the 
east coast, returning the sume night. 

The Taoutai of Taiwan has arrived at Takao and left for the 
Pescadores, where he was to change to another steamer and go 
to Tamsuy, Kelung, or Sau-o Bay. It is said that he has under- 
taken this voyage on account of some new complication with the 
Japanese in the north of the island. 


TypHoon at KEE.una. 

H.I.C.M. despatch vessel Wan-hien-chang has arrived at Shang- 
hai direct from Keelung, on her way to Tientsin, and brought on 
Capt. Tough, his officers, enfrincers and crew from the late a3. 
Laptek, By this opportunity we (North China Herald) are in 
possession of particulars regarding the typhoon of the 17th inst., 
which proved so disastrous to the party from H.M.S. Kestrel, 
who it appears were at the time engaged in dismantling the 
wreck of the Laptek. The correspondent writes as follows :-- 


Very little remained to be done on board the Laptek: after the ser- 
vices of the steamer’s crew were dispensed with ; but for fully a week 
previous to the day which proved fatal to so many of them Lieutenant 
Gardner, Mr. Jones, chief engineer, and twelve men and stokers of the 
Kestrel, under the superintendence of Mr. James Greig, of Messrs. 
Dodd and Co., Lloyd's agents, carried on the work of salving by them- 
selves ; and as the hull was to have been sold the next day, their occu- 
pation of it would not in all probability have lasted twenty-four hours 
longer. The gunboat steamed away into Keelung harbour as soon a8 
the men were sent on board the wreck, but the cutter in which they 
were conveyed was left moored at some distance from them. For 
several days previously the position of the wreck was the same as when 
the typhoon came on, and the work of demolition having become diffi- 
cult her condition was not altered much during that time. The hull 
was so denuded of everything that it is difficult to imagine how any: 
one could have lived on it even in fine weather ; full of water fore and 
aft, up to the ‘tween decks ; saloon and engine-room skylights, the 
rail and stanchions, accommodation ladder, all hatches, midship and 
quarter-deck houses removed or in course of removal ; all boats, life- 
buoys, ropes, rigging, sails, spars, chains, and anchors sent on shore to 
be sold, with portions of the engines, steam winches and windlass, and 
everything above water that could be torn away, “ for the benefit of 
the underwriters ""—nothing unfortunately was left to provide for the 
shelter or safety of the wreckers, 

Masou Bay, where the Luptek was beached, is about ten miles from 
Keelung by water, having Masu Peninsula on the south and Double 
Rock on the North side, and from the latter a reef crosses the mouth 
of the bay about two-thirds of the way. The chief exposure is north- 
easterly, and along the shore for several miles there runs a sandy beach, 
with sand hills and water courses behind it. The hull of the vessel lay 
head out to sea, with the stern about one hundred yards from what in 
fine weather is the shore, but as it isonly a narrow sandbank, the 
rollers during the typhoon must have swept clear over it and into 
the low land beyond. To the south of the ship’s position only did 
the high land dip down to the sea, without being intercepted 
by streams ani lagoons ; therefore it will be seen that a swimmer 
had but a poor chance, in a dark night and heavy sea, of saving his— 
life, even if he succeeded in gaining the beach directly opposite tlw 
ship. When it commenced to blow cn the morning of the 17th, the 
ship worked a good deal, and as the wind increased during the after- 
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noon it must have been something dreadful on board, as she lurched 
with the weight of water in her hold, springing the decks and 
causing the boiler to bump about out of its place. Towards night mat- 
ters became much worse, and the Chinese servants begged to be sent on 
shore, as they said it was going to blowa typhoon. The others seem 
only to have had a slight suspicion that this might be the case, but one 
of the men-of-war’s men and a Malay were allowed to swim on shore, 
and go in quest of a boat forthem. The cutter had previously to this 
time been once in danger, and was with much difficulty moored further 
out by two seamen who swam off to her, but afterwards, dragying her 
moorings, she drove into the breakers and waa swamped. A boat from 
the shore was at last induced to go alongside, and the boys and two 
Europeans were landed by it in safety, but it did not succeed in reach- 
ing the ship a second time. 

Those on board now apparently recognised the danger of their situa- 
tion. A raft had been constructed during the day, and by means of it 
all would doubtless have been enabled to reach the shore, but on being 
put over the side it broke adrift, and a sailor who jumped overboard, 
after an unsuccessful effort or two to bring it back, scrambled on to it 
and was landed on the beach in safety. Two more sailors were washed 
overboard about this time, and driven on the beach, clinging to a piece 
of the deck, making in all six men-of-war’s men who have been saved. 
Between eight and nine o'clock, or later, a sea washed Lieut. Gardner 
and Mr. Jones off the deck. They were both good swimmers, 
but only Mr. Jones got clear of the wreck, and after a long 
struggle amongst the breakers, in which he was much bruised 
and exhausted, he at last got a footing. Lieut. Gardner, it is 
supposed, was hurled against the ship's side, or some floating 
portion of the wreck, and rendered powerless to save himself, as 
nothing is known regarding his fate than that he must inevitably have 
been drowned. Mr. Greig, on observing that Lieut. Gardner and Mr. 
Jones were washed away, went to communicate the fact to the re- 
maining six men belonging to the Kestrel, who had taken refuge in the 
ship’s iron galley, and who, it is believed, were all unable to swim. 
This he had scarcely done, when a heavy lurch of the vessel caused 
the iron door to slam, while he was holding on. Catching his hand, it 
broke his arm at the wrist ; the next wave probably washed him over- 
board, and although he could swim fairly, his sufferings from the 
accident in all likelihood rendered him quite insensible to the fate 
which must have uflerwards overtaken him. 

In the thick darkness of that stormy night the survivors on shore 
neither saw nor heard anything of the six men whu remained the last 
occupants of the wreck, and when the calm of morning came the most 
diligent search failed to discover any of the bodies, nor was anything 
to be seen to indicate the spot where the hull lay the night before. 
Only one body has been found up to this time, that of a seaman from 
the Kestrel, which was brought in to Keelung by Chinese fishermen 
and buried. 

The hull of the Zaptek, ax it lies under water, was sold for $275. 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the Ist August ; the 


P. and O. mail from London June 12 was received on the 18th 
July, and the following French mail of June 19 arrived out on 
the 27th July. We take the following items of news from the 
Overland Trade Report :— 


The ordinary half-yearly meeting of the shareholders in the 
Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company took 
place on the 18th ult., Mr. G. Heard in the chair. The report 
was duly passed, and a dividend of 8 per cent. for the half-year 
declared. 

The ordinary half-yearly meeting of the shareholders in the 
Hong Kong Hotel took place on the 22nd inst. The report 
showed a profit of $6,843, and a dividend of 2} per cent. for the 
half-year was declared, leaving a balance of $2,198 to be carried 
forward. : 

Some further facts have been published with reference to the 
manner in which the Hoppo of Canton has managed to put an 
end tothe carriage of cotton from Hong Kong to Canton in 
foreign steamers. 

The Chinese merchants in Hong Kong have forwarded a memo- 
rial for protection against the Chinese revenue cruisers, which have 
been making grievous havoc with the trade. They set forth 
that they ‘ere promised protection on the cession of the island, 
and that in consequence many settled at Hong Kong as traders, 
but that at present they are unable to carry on their business 
except under great restraints from the squeezing cruisers which 
surround the harbour. It is announced that the Chamber of 
Commerce intend to forward a similar memorial. The course 
adopted will probably have the effect of calling prominent atten- 
tion to the subject in England, but there is no doubt that the 
matter is one which can be better treated by specific action 
in individual cases on the spot. than by reference home, 
Seeing, however, that the local government is so loathe to do 
anything, a reference home is the only remedy left ; but except 
so far as it may have the effect of making the officials here a 
little more active in such cases, it is to be feared it is not likely 
to produce any immediate beneficial result, as, if a diplomatic 
question be raised in regular form, there is undoubtedly much 
which may be, urged which will go in favour of strengthening 
the position of the Chinese, and they will be able to stretch what- 
»ver dictums of international law may be pronounced in their 
favour on the supposition of their collecting a legitimate revenue, 
80 as rather to strengthen them than otherwise in the line of 
action which has proved so vexatious to the trade of the colony.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ay enterprising speculator, who happened to have by him just 
now the particular mercantile commodities which are in moat 
request, might realise in a very short time a handsome fortune 
by the judicious disposal of his wares. We have a sufficiency 
and more of enterprising speculators, but unfortunately they 
none of them keep on hand the articles which are at present in 
urgent request. Stands of arms, with all the latest improve- 
ments, and ready-made ironclads are not to be found in the 
godowns of our principal merchants ; and these are the sort of 
goods at the present moment most adapted to the Chinese mar- 
ket. The offer of the Chinese Government to purchase from 
Great Britain the /ron Duke was no canard, but a proposition 
made in perfectly good faith by the would-be buyers, to whom 
a sum of $2,000,000, or one of twice that amount, is not a very 
serious matter. The Chinese are good believers. They believe 
not only that every man has his price, but also that everything 


‘ may be bought for money, and that a place, or a fleet if neces- 


sary, may be obtained, provided enough is given for either or 
both of them. In the matter of the Jron Duke, the autho- 
rities could hardly be convinced that that vessel was “ not for 
sale.” When they did realise that fact, they made the best of 
their knowledge, and comforted themselves for their disappoint- 
ment by ordering two bran new ironclads to be made with speed 
in England, and transmitted their orders through the British 
Consul at Canton, They have bought up all the rifles, good and 
bad, that were obtainable. ‘They mean, if they can, to give 
Japan a lesson, They did not at first attach much importance 
to the Japanese raid upon Formosa. Indeed many of the chief 


/inen among them did not even know where or what Formosa 


was. Most of them hardly knew that such an island existed, 
still less that it was part of the Chinese Empire ; and only the 
few very best informed were aware that it was not part of the 
mainland. ‘They were contert in the first instance, when they 
found that such a place, so objectionably inhabited, did belong 
to {them, that the Japanese, or any one else, should take the 
pains and incur the expense of chastising the savage islanders ; 
but they cannot bear the idea of Japan, now that the work is 
done, wanting her expenses paid, or, failing that, requesting to 
be allowed peaceably to colonise the island. The present 
attitude of the two Powers is sufliciently ridiculous. Japan is 
fearful of the overwhelming numerical force of China, and begins 
to wish that she had not meddled. If she could see how to get 
out of the difficulty, without losing her money and her honour, 
she would withdraw her 3,0U0 troops to-morrow. The minds ot 
the Japanese Executive are much exercised just now, and public 
business of national impurtance is neglected at Tokio, through 
the embarrassment of the officials, and their endless discussions. 
On the other hand China is alarmed at the European weapons, 
European vessels, and European servants of the smaller Power. 
Hence she has assembled an overwhelming force to throw into 
Formosa. To drive away the handful of Japanese who at pre- 
sent occupy that island, she has concentrated some 30,000 or 
40,000 men at and near Amoy, on the coast of the mainland, 
in order to strike surely and ettectively, if strike she must. She 
has dallied and played with Japan, coquetted with her propo- 
sitions, humbugged her envoys, and now that politic deceit is no 
longer necessary, she has thrown off the mask. If Formosa is 
not instantly evacuated by the Japanese troops there will be a 
struggle, of which the result must be disastrous to Japan. The 
idea of a war, under such circumstances, is so popular in China 
that volunteers have been solicited in Canton, and have actually 
responded to the appeal. The comet which was visible in the 
early part of last month, and which is now hiding somewhere in 
the region of the sun, is, as was to be expected from the Chinese 
nature, blamed for the disturbance ; which, though extremely 
ludicrous, has yet its serious aspect. China is as remorsclessly 
inimical to foreigners as she was before the lesson she received 
fifteen years ago, a lesson which she is fast forgetting, and which 
the truckling policy of our national representatives near—for 
they are not at—the Court, is teaching them to forget. In the 
event of China being victorious in the approaching struggle with 
Japan she will not he slow to “ give cheek” to the first comer 
from the West. 

Your somewhat swinging articles‘upon the Consular Service 
have excited here a perfect furore of execration. The English 
press of North and South China and Japan has, with a unani- 
mity rarely to be found amongst its members, taken up the 
‘cudgels on behalf of the subjects of your censure. What could 
have induced you to suppose that student interpreters were not 
diligent ; that they had any other occupations than those in- 
volved in the sedulous pursuit of their profession? What reason 
had you to suppose that Mr. Wade was a wonderful sinologue, 
but no great thing at diplomacy? You cannot seriously think 
that Great Britain could be better represented in China by a man 
ae knew less Chinese, and had a higher notion of his country’s 

ignity. 

We had a Distillery Company in Hong Kong. First. Too 
much faith brought it to grief. Its virtue was its downfall. 
It was Charity herself, “believing all things, trusting all 
things, enduring all things.” It thought it could make spirita, 
and did so, such as they were, or are, for there is some of the 
dew from its still left still. I will not give you the whole his- 
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tory of the concern. The directors were sensible shrewd men 
of the world, business men in fact. One of them, starting 
from small beginnings in the carpentering line, had by industry 
and frugality accumulated a fair fortune, a considerable portion 
of which, some forty thousand dollars at least, he loses by this 
venture. Another director was a prosperous newspaper pro- 
rietor. All were men in good positions, and ought to have 
own that it was impossible to sell large quantities of spirits 
at half of what the manufacture cost them, and make a profit out 
of the loss. Yet they seem to have believed this fallacy, and 
to have induced shareholders to believe it also. They talked at 
their meetings in a most cheerful way of their losses, and kept 
on lending money and taking shares. This pleasant state of 
things would have continued had not the representative of a 
leading firm, which had been supplying them with molasses, 
stopped the flow of the nectarous fluid, and then, with un- 
softened heart, sued the directors collectively, and individually, 
for a small bill of $20,000, Fancy £5,000 worth of treacle ! 
How many infant mouths might it have lubricated! How 
many pounds weight of jumble and hardbake might it not 
have provided for grateful schoolboys! The case went against 
the directors and, urged by bad example, the ungrateful 
shareholders have begun to sue. The conclusion of one suit 
was heard to-day. A gentleman who bought shares, and is not 
the sort of person to lay himself out to buy pigs in pokes, but 
on the contrary, has the reputation of knowing pretty well 
what he is doing, and of keeping at least one eye open to 
the main chance, sued the directors for the value of his 
shares, The Chief Justice had reserved his decision, which 
will not be promulgated till after the vacation. Should it be 
in favour of the plaintiff, more litigation of the same sort will 
follow. Meanwhile, the public opinion is that the buyer had an 
eye to immediate business in his purchase, and that he thought 
a temporary rise in the price of shares would put money in his 
purse. Just now he is expected to feel rather mean, and the 
directors are expected to feel particularly foolish. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 9th 


August ; the French mail from London 3rd July was received on 
the 2nd August, and the following P. and 0. mail of July 10 
arrived out on the 7th August. The following summary of news 
is from the Stratts Times :— 


The Governor returned to Singapore on the 14th July, after 
having called at the Pangkor Tasos, Klang, and Langkat on 
his way from Penang. Everything was quiet at those places, 
One of the turbulent leaders of the late Klang disturbances had, 
we learn, got into the neighbourhood of Sunghie Ujong, and was 
endeavouring to obtain a few followers, but Tunku dia Oodin, 
the ruler of Klang, will, it is believed, be able to defeat his 
designs, Though the treaty with Perak and Larhoot has been 
ratified, no Residents have yet been appointed to those States, 
which is to be regretted, as the provision with respect to Resi- 
dents is the point upon which the success of this engagement 
hinges, and too long delay in inaugurating the new form of ad- 
ministration may gies complications to arise between the 
chiefs, which would make the protectorate more difficult of 
establishment at a later date, and seriously retard the prosperity 
of those territories and the development of their resources. It is, 
therefore, urgent that the voluntary engagement entered into b 
the Sultan and chiefs, and which, moreover, is in accordance wit 
the desire of former rulers for years past, should be availed of at 
the earliest possible date, lest the golden opportunity be lost. 

The session of the Legislative Council will now no doubt be 
shortly resumed, when we shall be in ession of the corre- 
spondence and papers alluded to in H. E. the Governor’s open- 
ing speech, about which considerable curiosity has been felt, It 
is probable one of the first subjects for consideration will be the 
estimates for the ensuing year, which we understand have been 
fully made up, though not yet published. 

e are in possession of no late news from Atchin. At last 
accounts, the Atchinese still continued hostile, and even the 
people of the West Coast, who had given in their nominal 
adhesion to the Netherlands, showed anything but a friendly 
spirit, the Sultan of Analaboe being reported as actually absent 
with his foroes fighting the Dutch at the Kraton. leinforce- 
ments have been sent from Batavia to the assistance of the 
garrison, with what result we have not learned. The Java 
papers state that the Atchinese envoys who have lately re- 
turned from Turkey have sought to make terms with the 
Netherlands India Government, but that the offer has been 
declined, they being referred to the commander of the Dutch 
forces in Atchin. Notwithstanding the Netherlands official 
assurances of the favourable disposition of the people, it is 
apparent that the Dutch furces have made but little advance, 


and that the people are as hostile as ever, contesting every inch 
of ground. There is no longer any doubt that if the Nether. 


lands Government intend to continue the war, a third and 
possibly a fourth expedition will have to be despatched. 
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The steamers arrived via Suez Canal have been the Lustera 
Isles, from Glasgow, on the Ist Aug. ; Galley of Lorne, on the 
4th, and Glenfinlas, on the 5th, from London ; and the Hector, 
on the 7th, from Liverpool. The departures homeward have 
been the Glextyon, on the 30th July, Cheops, on the 3rd, and 
Ajax, on the 5th August, for London ; and the Tehihatchof, on 
the 5th, for Odessa, all with tea cargoes. 

The Bill entitled the “ Final Supply Ordinance for 1873” is 
published in the Straits Settlements Government Gazette. It 
enacts that whereas by Ordinance No. 11 of 1872 a sum not 
exceeding $1,331,636.23 was charged upon the revenue of the 
colony for the service of the year 1873, and this sum is insuffi- 
cient, a further sum of $214,562.41 is authorised to be charged 
upon the revenue. The proportion for each head of service is as 
follows :—Establishments, $8,029.89 ; pensions, $2,054.82 ; re- 
venue services, $2,318.12 ; administration of justice, $427.97 ; 
education, $1,549.67; medical, $8,335.11; police and gaols, 
$25,016.36 ; convict department, $58,791.14 ; harbour depart- 
ment and lighthouses, $3,670.08 ; Government vessels, $11,129.36 ; 
conveyance of mails, $9,615.09; rent, $1,046.10 ; transport, 
$5,420 ; interest, $277.40 ; miscellaneous services, $5,278.64 ; 
works and building, $61,080.81; roads, streets, and bridges, 
$917.66 ; land and houses purchased, $450 ; military contribu- 
tions, $487.32; special expenses, $8,666.84 ; giving a total of 
$214,562.41. 

The Postmaster-General’s Report is published also in the 
Gazette, and from that document it appears that the Department 
has made steady progress during the years 1872 and 1873. The 
number of letters, &c., received in 1873 for local distribution 
were 55,933 in excess of those received in 1872, and 55,596 more 
letters, &c., were despatched during 1873. The revenue of that 
year exceeded that of 1872 by $4,306.44. There was also a large 
increase in the money-order transactions. The sub-post-offices 
opened at Butterworth and Bukit Tamboon in Province Wel- 
lesley have more than paid their expenses. The attempts made 
to enter into conventions with the neighbouring Governments 
with a view to the adoption of a uniform rate of postage, with 
free delivery at each end of all prepaid correspondence ex- 
changed with the Straits Settiements, are likely to lead to satis- 
factory results. In afew months it is probable that such cor- 
respondence will be conveyed between the Straits Settlements 
aud Netherlands India, China, Japan, Saigon, and Sarawak ata 
cheap rate, without charge on delivery. A scheme for affording 
the Chinese labouring classes greater facilities fur communicating 
with their friends in China is now under Government considera- 
tion, as is also the establishment of a savings banlx in connection 
with the General Post-office. The new General Post-office com- 
menced last year is approaching completion. Last -year the Dutch 
expedition to Atchin opened Field Post-offices, and the bulk of 
their correspondence passed through the Post-oftices at Singapore 
and Penang. As there is no connection now between the P. and 
O. steamers from Australia to Galle and those between Bombay 
and China, the Australian mails va Ceylon were for the moat part 
of 1873 brought on to Singapore by the Messageries steamers, 
the French Post-office claiming a share of the postage. It 
is satisfactory to learn that no mail has been lost, and that 
where letters have not reached it has been the fault of the writer. 
One eccentric person, for instance, posted a letter addressed as 
follows :—“ Miss —, with the White Cross on the Locket, Peter- 
boro Station Refreshment Room.” This communication duly 
reached the nameless young lady, ornamented as described, but 
unfortunately the sender neglected to pay the postage, and the 
etter was not accepted.

IMPORTS. 


Hayxow.—The market for Piece Goods had been comparatively quiet, 
and the only feature of moment to notice had been a considerable im- 
provement in the value of Woollens, particularly Long Ells. 

Suancnat.—There had been little improvement on the market gene- 
rally, which with some few exceptions had remained quict throughout 
the fortnight. There had, however, been some enquiry for common 
Drills, Jeans, and Long Ells. At the close the market was dull, with 
the exception of Drills, which were still enquired for. At auction 
goods had cuntinued to realise fair market rates. Cottons had mostly 
remained very quiet. Grey Shirtings : Heavy goods were lower ; 8}iba. 
quiet, and without alteration. T-Cloths: Little enquiry, but unchanged 
in value. White Shirtings without improvement. Drills had been in 
considerable demand, and prices had advanced ; rather a large business 
had been done, and stocks were much reduced. Fancy Cottons were 
without alteration, but there had been a small enquiry for Velvets. 
Woollens and Worsteds showed but little change. Long Ells, Camleta, 
and Spanish Stripes had been asked for, and the former showed some 
improvement for assorted cargo; the stock was small, At auction 
Camlets showed a small decline, while Spanish Stripes had realised 
rather better prices, 

Hoxa Koxo.—There had been considerable improvement in the de- 
mand fur both Piece Goods and Yarns, and large transactions were re 
portel for the fortnight. Messrs. Olyphant and Company’s Circular 

ays :—Cotton Yarns: A rather better feeling has existed, as the stocks 
of good and best qualities of Nos. 16 to 24 and 28 to 32 are light, and 
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mporters have thus been enabled to display more firmness in treating 
with native buyers for these kinds ; but for common Yarns there is no 
enquiry, and values are more or less nominal. Nos. 38 to 42 of really 
good spinning will readily command extreme rates. Piece Goods: 
During the first week of the fortnight there wasa decidedly better 
enquiry for both 7 lb. and 8/41b. Grey Shirtings, and a fair business 
was done in these weights ; but latterly the demand has fallen off, and 
closing prices are the same as those last given. White Shirtings are 
wanted, and are generally dearer. Drills have been considerably bought, 
and present values show a sensible improvement, which is well main- 
tained at the close. Prices of T-Cloths are unchanged, with the excep- 
tion of 6 lb. ordinary makes, which have been sold at an advance of 1 to 2 
cents per piece, and are at present held for still higher figures. Woollens : 
The enquiries of dealers have resulted in fair settlements of the princi- 
pal fabrics, and prices are now somewhat better for nearly all heavy 
goods, but the wants of the natives are as yet mainly for the best makes 
and qualities. Metals: Tin is weaker, as full supplies are reported on 
the way from the soyth. Lead has been in good demand, both from 
native dealers and foreign speculators, and prices now show a fair im- 
provement. Quicksilver has advanced, under the influence of recent 
purchases by foreigners, and extreme rates are now demanded. Coals : 
There has been no movement whatever in Cardiff and English kinds. 

Canton.—Lead had been fairly active for common kinds, 1,400 piculs 
of which had found buyers at $7.90 to $7.95 per picul, leaving a stock 
of 2,500 piculs on the market. There was no supply of W.B., the quota- 
tion for which was $8.00 to $8.05 per picul. Quicksilver was quoted at 
$182.00 to $184.00 per picul, with no transactions. 

Srxcapore.—The market for Piece Goods generally had been very 
quiet, and there was little change in prices. 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings were 
firmer, but only a small business doing. The demand for all qualities 
of White Shirtings had fallen off. White Spots neglected. 40s Grey 
Yarn in more demand, which had been met at lower prices. Low quali- 
ties of White Cambrics in excellent demand, and none in first hands ; 
Turkey Red Cambrics in no request whatever. 

PrNaNG.—No improvement had taken place in the import market 
during the fortnight ; transactions had again been on a very limited 
scale, and prices had still further declined.

TEA. 

Hankow.—Messra. Evans, Pugh and Co.'s Report says :—During the 
fortnight under review, there has been a fair busincss transacted in 
secondcrop Teas, amounting to 18,000 chests, which is same as in corres- 
ponding time last year, but arrivals are 53,500 chests, against 48,800 
chests, and shipments to Shanghai 37,000 chests, against 32,000 chests. 
Prices have ruled firm in consequence of the high rates current in 
Shanghai, which have made Teamen very independent about selling in 
this market ; our quotations have had an upward tendency till an ad- 
vance of one Tael per picul has been established during the last few 
days. Chon-sow-ki second crops have been in some demand at from 
Tis. 21 to 244 per picul, the highest quotation being paid for “ Ping- 
hing” by a Russian buyer ; the chop “Chune-cut” realised Tls. 24. 
These Teas possess better quality than the Oopacks generally. Second 
crop Oanfas are of fair quality, and have been selling at Tls. 204 to 24} 
per picul. Ly-lings of this crop are as usual dull and flavourless, but 
have commanded Ts, 17} to 17} per picul. Of the 40,000 chests of 
second crup so far settled 8,000 chests are for Russia. There are no 
indications of the shortness in supplies of second crop, which we an- 
ticipated a fortnight ago, arrivals being so far 92,000 chests against 
72,000 last year. Quotations are, for Fair to Medium Oopacks, Ts. 17 
to 244, against Tls. 15 to 237} at same date last season ; Oanfas, Ts. 18} 
to 244, against Tls.164 to 20 ; Oonahms, Tls.13 to 19}, against Tls. 114 
to 174. Settlements to date are, 262,577 chests, against 269,522 chests 
in 1873. Shipments on Native account, 105,960 chests, against 110,330 
chests in 1873 ; Contracts, 3,437 chests, against 11,324 chests in 1873 ; 
Stock is eatimated at 5,562 chests, against 9,764 chests in 1873. The 
following is a comparative statement of the export hence: 1874-75, 
45,227,039 Ibs.; 1873-74, 44,668,936 lbs.; 1872-73, 41,200,874 lbs. ; 
1871-72, 40,095,971 lbs. ; 1870-71, 31,026,321. 

Kioxtanc.—Black Teas.—Fourteen chops Ningchows, equal to 2,588 
chests, had been settled during the fortnight at Tls. 21.8.0 to 27.5.0 
per picul. Total arrivals amounted to 125,433 chests. 

SuHancHal.— Black : A large business had been transacted, settle- 
ments averaging about 3,500 chests a day. Prices for all descriptions, 
except good common to fair, showed a decline of Tis. 1 to 1} a picul 
on last P. and O. mail’s rates. Good common to fair were sought after, 
and had fully maintained previous quotations. For low and common 
Teas (Shuntaams) there was no market. Compared with last year's 
rates at this time, Teas costing Tls. 16 to 17 last year were worth Tls. 
19 to 20. Medium Oopacks were about ona par with last year’s prices; 
medium Oonams and Oanfaa were Tls. 1 to 2 dearer, and Ningchows 
were fully Tls.2 to 3 higher. Arrivals were coming forward freely ; 
the second crop so far was in excess of last season's yield, and the scale 
of prices gave every encouragement to Teamen to manufacture a very 
full third crop. Settlements for the fortnight, 40,700 chests ; re-ship- 
ments, 1,875 chests ; stock, 31,300 packages.—Green : The demand for 
Pingsueys had been well sustained, but prices showed a decline which 
Was most perceptible on Teas of common quality. Several chops of 
Taiping Teas had been bought at prices about 3 tacls above rates paid 
for the same description of merchandise last season. A few chops of 
Countay Tea had arrived in market.

(The cost at which Teas lay down in London calculated at Exchange of 
ds, 24d. and freight £3.) Dust and siftings. 6¢d. to 72d. ;jbroken leaf 
to common, 84d. to 11}d.; fair to good common, 113d. to 1s.; flavory 
to medium, 1s. 14d. to Is. 4d.; good medium to fine, Is. 4}d. to 
Is. 7d.; fine, 1s. 73d. Souchong : settlements 2,800 chests at Tls. 15} 
to Tls. 34, medium to fine kinds being a shade easier. Arrivals 200 
chests. Oolong: settlements 100 half-chests at Tls. 23}. Arrivals 
4,500 half-chests. Scented Teas: settlements 7,960 boxes at Tls. 23 
to Tls. 25 for Orange Pekoe, and Tis. 17 to Tis. 23 for Capers, being 
about former rates.

Amoy anpD Tamsut.—Very little business had been transacted at 
Amoy. Stocks were still accumulating, and Teamen were firm at 
prices, which were far too high for buyers. Oolong: Stocks 90,000 
half-chests, which were firmly held for very much higher rates than the 
New York market can afford. Most of the chops lately settled had been 
for the London market, and there still appeared to be little prospect of 
business to any extent for the American market for some time to come. 
Congou : Stocks sornewhat reduced. Quotations: common cargo $16 to 
$18, fair cargo $19 to $20, good cargo $21 to $22. Formosa Oolong : 
Later advices from Tamsui do hot show any improvement in this 
market. Fine Teas were scarce, and owing to the firmness of holders, only 
a very small business had been done. The stock on offer amounted to 
about 2,000 piculs poor quality Tea. 

Canton.—The market had remained very quiet ; Teamen, however, 
had shown rather more disposition to realise, and some business had in 
consequence resulted, at somewhat easier tates. Scented Capers.— 
Fair to good medium Teas had principally been dealt in up to Tls, 
22, but of fine and finest quality the market was entirely bare ; very 
few musters had been shown of third crop Teas, as in the existing state 
of the market Teamen were not willing to pay the prices asked for the 
leaf in the country. Scented Orange Pekoes.—A few parcels of good 
long leaf had been shown on the market, and these had found buyers 
at about previous rates ; the result of these sales was not satisfactory 
we hear to the Teamen, and the bulk of the Tayshan leaf would pro- 
bably be used for Congou. In other descriptions we do not hear of any 
business having been done. Settlements reported :—Scented Caper, 
14,000 boxes at Tla. 16,00 to 22.0.0 per picul. Scented Orange Pekoe, 
5,000 boxes at Tls. 18.00 to 27.50 


SILK. 

S#anonal.—The fortnight’s settlements had been again on a large 
acale, which had been chiefly owing to the decline in Exchange, and 
influenced by continued heavy arrivals the Chinese had been current 
sellers, and prices had declined from 5 to 10 taels ; Ts. 495 for best 
chop No. 3; Tls. 3674, 3474, and 3274, for No. 1, 2 and 3, Gold Lion ; 
and Tls. 3074, for Red Peacock, being the last prices paid. There had 
been a small enquiry for the American market, amounting to about 
200 bales. Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas, 7,000 bales. Total 
settlements since Ist June, 18,500 bales; against 1873-74, 12,000 
bales ; 1872-73, 22,500 bales. Comparative unsold stock on this market 
on the 24th July, 1874, 14,000 bales ; 1873, 9,000 bales ; 1872, 7,500 
pales. 

Canton.—During the fortnight but little had been doing on this 
market, higher prices here and very discouraging tel from both 
London and the United States having almost entirely put a stop to 
business. In consequence of there being so little demand only a very 
small quantity of 3rd crop Silk bad arrived on the market ; that which 
had arrived showed a bright colour, was of fair quality but the thread 
somewhat coarse. During the fortnight the only authenticated settle- 
ment had been one of 15 bales market Tsatlec ; no new contracts for 
rereels had transpired ; of Waste Silk 300 bales had been shipped to 
London and 126 bales of Pierced Cocoons. Stock consisted of 500 
bales Tsatlee Reel, 200 bales Loongkong, 100 bales Cumchook and Lack- 
low and 300 bales of inferior descriptions.

CHINESE IN PERU.’ 
Mr. Isaac Lawton, writing to The Times upon Peru and the labour 
question, says :—It seems fashionable not to believe anything which is 
good of Peru, while there is an eagerness to credit everything which 
betokens ill of that interesting country. It is, however, with the 
labour question in Peru in particular that I would deal in this letter, 
since it has formed the subject of several communications which have 
lately appeared in The Times. They have chiefly emanated from gen- 
tlemen interested in the British colonies, with whom, as an Englishman 
who resided for many years in the West Indies, I fully sympathise ; 
but Iam not ready to admit that the advocacy of the cause of the 
British sugar-producing colonics can be best served by injurious insinu- 
ations and actual misstatements in reference to foreign countries, Bre 'e 
by thuse who in many instances possess not the slightest knowledge or 
experience of such countries, It is not my intention to defend or to 
attempt to defend the cruelties of the “Chinese traffic” with Peru.

For three years or more I have persistently commented upon the sub- 
ject publicly, and, in common with my contemporaries of Lima, have 
openly denounced such evils as have been attendant on it, Perhaps, 
then, I may be entitled to some credence when I state that the evils 
have in many instances been exaggerated. It is, perhaps, not unreagon- 
able to suppose that many of the evils which beset the Chinaman in 
lands other than his own may in a great measure be accounted for by 
the peculiarities of his own nature, and it inay be accepted as certain 
that it is entirely from the lowest class of Chinumen that the emigrants 
to Peru have been selected. Yet, in face of this, it is gratifying to 
know that many thousands of them, who a few years ago were worse 
than slaves in their own country, are now enjoying actual comfort, and 
—incredible as it may appear tp very many of your readers who can- 
not possibly disconnect the poor Chinaman in Peru from misery, pain, 
and suffering—not a few are in prosperity bordering on opulence. 
Thousands of them are domestic servants, cleanly in their appearance, 
and, a3 a rule, easily instructed in domiciliary duties. Large numbers 
of those who have served out the terms of their indentures are en- 
gaged in various and profitable branches of trade and different indus- 
tries. Some are importers of mnerchandise, and there are in Lima two 
highly respectable firms composed of Chinamen who receive very large 
consignments, Their business in Callao, as is customary, is done by an 
agent, who is one of the oldest and inost respectable foreign residents. 
Then there is the Chinese Club and the Chinese Theatre in Lima, 
while in Calle de Puno, Callao, they have recently established the 
Chinese Benevolent Society. 





Tae Suez Canau.— A bulky Blue-book has just been published con- 
taining correspondence that has taken place between June, 1872, and 
July, 1874, respecting the question of the Suez Canal dues. In the 
month first named the attention of the British Government was called 
to an alteration proposed by the Suez Canal Company of the basis on 
which they levied the canal dues on vessels using the canal. Since the 
opening of the canal up to that time the company hal levied their 
miximum due of f.10 per ton on the net register tonnage, as shown Ly 
the register, or, in the case of foreign-owne:l steamships, by the British 
“measure brief ;” but it was recently officially intimated that, on and 
aftor the 1st July following, this due of f.10 would be levied on the 
gross register tonnage of such vessels. This alteration of, the tariff of 
the company was much opposed, and the Viceroy of Egypt expressed 
himself of opinion that the company had gone beyond their powers in 
muking the increase of the dues on their own authurity. After some 
negotiation it was agreed, on the suggestion of the Turkish Govern- 
ment, to hold an international cunference on the question, and, the 
British Government agreeing to the proposal, appointed Colonel Stokes 
and Sir P. Francis a3 their delezates. The conference met for the 
firat time on the 7th October, 1873, and, after having held twenty-one 
sittings, broke up on the 18th December, when a new set of rules as 
rogards tonnage and the levying of dues was agreed to, and the arrange- 
ment was ordered to be carrie) into effect within three months. ML. de 
Lesaeps protested against the new tariff; but the Porte authorised the

Far East,” published in London in 1863, The above are net repro- 
duced here, but they, as well as the remaining untranslated portions, 
will be shortly noticed.

AMSTERDAM, SEPT. 9, 
A few days have yet to elapse before the Parliamentary Session is 
_ opened. Next Monday, the 14th inst., this ceremony will take place, 
gnd the King will, as usual, read the Speech from the Throne. The 
public is most anxious to know ita tenor, as it is generally supposed 
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, the hammer, and this fact, of course, checks business. 
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that we shall hear something positive about the Ministerial programme. 
It may be that this hope will be realised ; but we are too familiar with 
the nature of royal speeches of late years to be certain on the point. 
They have been of late mere contirmations of the theory that language 
is given to mankind to conceal their thoughts. In iy next letter I 
shall be enabled to state whether Mr. Heemskerk will really make 
known his programme or not. In the meanwhile the press continues 
to discuss his probable policy. Most of the papers confess to the be- 
lief that the new Cabinet will, after all, prove a mere business Ministry. 
The most difficult task will be laid upon the shoulders of the Minister 
of the Financial Department. It is true our treasury is still well pro- 
vided, but Atchin will absorb a good deal vf money. Again, Mr. Van 
Goltstein is a promoter of the construction of railways in Java, and 
the abolition of the forced services of the natives, which will involve 
considerable expense. So much is certain, that it will be very difficult 
to make both ends meet. 

It has created much astonishment that Mgr. Bianchi, the Papal 
Nuncio, has been invested with the Grand Cross of the Netherlancs 
Lion. There was, it was asserted, no reason for such a proceeding. I, 
however, hear that he will start in a short time for Munchen, and it is 
an vld custom to present the Grand Cross to the Ambassadors when they 
leave the residency. There is, therefore, no foundation at all for the 
rumour that this act was a concession of the new Cabinet to the Ul- 
tramontanes, A good deal has also been made of the fact that Captain 
de Roo van Alderwerelt, M.P., has been promoted to a majority. This 
makes it necessary for him to submit himself for re-election but there 
is small chance that the electors will reject their Radical representative. 

Elections will shortly take place at Amersfoort and at Tiel. As can- 
didates for the first named place are Mr. Pynappel (a Moderate Conserva- 
tive), and Mr. van Asch van Wyck (an Anti-revolutionist), Mr. Geertsema 
is mentioned as a candidate for Tiel but I think it very doubtful whe- 
ther the ex. Minister, who is now with Mr. Fransen van de Putte at 
Marseilles, awaiting the arrival of General van Swieten, will accept the 
candidature. Other rumours say that Professor Tienhoven will be put 
forward by the Liberals as their candidate. 

The Emperor of Russia has appointed the King colonel of a regiment 
of the Imperial Guard. This appointment was made on the occasion 
of the visit of Prince Alexander to the Russian Court. As soon as 
Prince Alexander returns he will establish himself in his own palace. 
Rumours are once more in circulation uf a marriage with a German 
Princess, but I don’t believe there is any foundation for the report. It 
seems that both the sons of the King prefer to remain unmarried.

THE TREATY BETWEEN CHINA AND PERU. 

At length we have intelligence of the conclusion of a 
treaty between the Envoy of Peru, Senor GARCIA, and 
the Chinese Government at Peking, after eight months’ 
negotiations. The chief object attained is the proper regula- 
tion of the coolie traffic between the two countries, which 
for a long course of years has not only been a curse to the 
Chinese who were kidnapped, and a stain upon the char- 
acter of their Peruvian taskmasters, but a disgrace to 
humanity. Happily the long list of crimes at sea involved 
in that vile traffic is now at an end, chiefly through the 
representations of the British and other Governments to 
the Portuguese and Spanish authorities concerned. The 
conclusion of this treaty may be considered the crowning 
act in giving effect to the philanthropic intervention of 
friendly States and their ministers at Peking, who sup- 

rted the Chinese Government in demanding an ame- 
ioration of the condition of the EmMPERor’s subjects in 
Peru. When it is known that there are about one hundred 
and forty thousand in a state of semi-bondage in that 
country, it shows the importance of the question at issue. 
Evidently Lt Huna CHane, the Imperial Commissioner, 
was fully impressed with the ap crepes of protecting 
so many of his countrymen, and their transit from China 
to Peru, or vice versa, while conducting the negotiations with 
the Peruvian Envoy. Accordingly, we learn that it became 
“his duty, as the Chinese Plenipotentiary, to take every 
“ necessary measure to ensure that his nationals should 
“have accorded to them by the Peruvian Government the 
“ same rights, immunities, and privileges whichare accorded 
“ to foreigners of other countries resident in Peru, and that 
‘ the Chinese there should hereafter enjoy on equal terms 
‘“‘ with the peoples of the most favoured nations full pro- 
“ tection on the part of the Peruvian Government for their 
“persons and for their properties. H.E. consequently 
“deemed it necessary, besides concluding the treaty, to 
“ arrange with the Peruvian Plenipotentiary, by a special 
“ convention, that a Chinese Commission should at once 
“ proceed to Peru to institute an investigation into the 
“ condition of the Chinese labourers in that country, for 
“the information of the Chinese Government.” Doubt- 
less this convention was urged by the Imperial Commis- 
sioner in consequence of the unsatisfactory result of reports 
received from the Commission of Enquiry of which Mr. Mac- 
PHERSON, of the Customs, is a member, which left Peking 
some six months ago for Cuba. We have not heard anything 
of their movements lately, but they must be about leavin 
on their return to China. In all probability, on their arriva 
at Peking the new Commission will be preparing to start, 
and will avail of the experience of their predecessors. 
While viewing with satisfaction the successful diplomacy 
of Lt Hune Cuang in securing a favourable treaty for the 
protection of his countrymen in Peru, we congratulate 
Senor GaRCIA on his perseverance in overcoming the diffi- 
culties he had to encounter. At the outset it was quite 
within bounds that the Chinese Government would have 
persisted in an obstinate resistance to enter into any treaty 
relations with Peru, not only on account of the misdeeds of 
the Peruvians, but being averse to the national policy. 
Now that the treaty is a fuit accompli, it behoves Senor 
GARCIA to see that his Government carries out its stipula- 
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tions fairly and honestly. Every facility should be given 
to the Commission in their investigations into the conde 
of their fellow countrymen, as it is only after that proving 
satisfactory that the Chinese Government will permit e 
gration. 


THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT AND THEIR 
CUSTOMS SERVICE. 

WE are inclined to believe that the Chinese are losing 
faith in their foreign employés, whether from their excess 
of zeal, or their want of it, it is not easy to say. But the 
facts are clear. In the difficulties which have so recent] 
arisen in Formosa, in which acquaintance with the Chinese 
language, and knowledge of international law—both, we 
believe, considered essential qualifications for those occu- 
pying the position of commissioners—would have been 
eminently useful, it does not appear to have been the Cus- 
toms employés who have been called to the counsel and 
assistance of the local Government, but the foreign Con- 
suls and the ex-Director of the Arsenal at Foochow. We 
speak with the utmost impartiality on this occasion. We 
are even ignorant of the names of the Commissioners at 
Formosa and Foochow, but we make bold to say that on 
an occasion like the present it behoved the head of the 
service to see that the Chinese were supplied with the best 
counsel and advice which the service could afford. A 
pacific solution of the difficulty was earnestly to be desired, 
not only in the interests of China and Japan, but also in 
those of the united commerce of the world. We might 
fairly expect that a person occupying the important—and 
remarkably well paid—post of Commissioner of Customs, 
speaking the Chinese language, and mixing on terms of 
official equality with Chinese authorities, should have given 
his employers sound, safe, and salutary counsel ; should 
have had influence enough to shape, to some extent, the 
course of events, and have aided in reconciling the two 
conflicting interests. Yet we hear nothing of the presence 
of the Customs Commissioners in the negotiations now 
pending in Formosa, and we believe that ‘for nearly two 
years no visit, either of ceremony or business, has been 
exchanged between the Governor of the island and the 
Commissioner in charge of the port; while it is a well- 
known fact that since the departure of the Baron Dr 
MERITENS from Foochow the influence of the Customs— 
once paramount—has dwindled into insignificance. 


WE understand that Sir JULIAN PAUNCEFOTE, late 
Attorney-General at Hong Kong, and at present Chief 
Justice of the Leeward islands, has been appointed Third 
Assistant-Under-Secretary at the Colonial-office, vice Sir 
Henry HOu.anp. 


AN extraordinary Embassy from the King of DENMARK 
to China and Japan is talked of, and General RoASLorF 
is mentioned as the probable Minister. 


SARAWAK. 
The Sarawak Government has, we hear, determined upon 
opening a station at a point named “Kapit,” in the Rejan, 
river, situated 150 miles in the interior, capable of being reach 
by vessels of from one to two hundred tons burden. There are 
already two stations in this fine river, one (head-quarters) 
situated sixty miles, and the other one hundred miles. from 
its mouth. The trade in exports and imports has increased 
from £8,000 to £85,000 per annum, during the last fifteen 
years, consisting of gutta-percha, beeswax, rattans, sticks 
(canes), the valuable camphor and hard woods for the Chinese 
market, besides other articles, such as bezoar stones of various 
sorts, worth their weight in gold, and are always sold at that 
rate. These are exported to China to be used as drugs, Dyak 
mats, cloths, arms, &c., &. The imports consist of piece goods, 
iron, salt, tobacco, jars, &c. The population of the Rejang num- 
bers 50,000 souls of different speaking tribes, some being very 
warlike and give considerable trouble at times ; but yet the 
are active traders and have learnt the value of money. It 
is expected that when this third and upper station of Rapit® 
is established the commodities will be collected here from the 
very centre of the island of Borneo. The Rejang is the largest 
river on the whole of the north coast of Borneo, situated seventy 
miles from Kuching, the capital of the Sarawak territory. 
Three Government officers administer the affairs of this dis- 
trict, holding court at stated times at the different stations, and 
settling the affairs of the aborigines as well as the claims of the 
creditors. Malay chiefs and Chinese magistrates sit in court 
when required by the Government officer, and the Malay popu- 
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lation are ready to be called out should disturbances arise in the 
many branches up the river. The Government have a mixed 
force of furty paid fortmen and police, with one seventy-five 
feet steam launch, in this district. ‘The importance of this 
river is increasing rapidly, and during last year the blessing of 
a trading steam vessel, of the Bornco Company, Limited, has 
been experienced by its inhabitants, in addition to many trading 
vessels. The Chinese here, as every where else in these parts, 
are the great pioneers of commerce, and many hundreds have 
already located themselves in this river, and ready to increase in 
number as the resources of the inland country are developed, to 
afford them maintenance and profit. 





LE THEATRE AU JAPON. 

Writing from Yedo on the 26th of last May, M. George 
Bousquet contributes a long and very interesting article to the 
Revue des Deus Mondes under the above title. Speaking at the 
outset of the changes now going on in the Japanese Empire, he 
observes that it is not his object in this paper to point out the 
promises and perils of this “hasty and incoherent transform- 
ation,” nor to explain the reasons which rendered it inevitable, 
but rather to save from the universal shipwreck some relics of 
a world which is about to disappear. Aftcr a few words re- 
specting the different tendencies of the upper and lower classes, 
and the conservatism of the latter, he proceeds to remark that 
if you question a dignitary of the official world respecting the 
theatre, novels, tales, aud stories, he will speak of them witha 
smile of disdain as being valueless in his eyes ; but it is none the 
less true that it is in these matters that we must study Japan in 
order to become acquainted with her. There are many theatres 
at Yedo, but those of Shimabara and Naka-Bashi only attract 
chance spectators, and most people prefer to frequent the houses 
in the suburb of Asaksa, so celebrated for its religious monu- 
ments, temples, chapels, pagodas, monasteries, and a multitude 
of small establishments of an infinitely less sacred character. 
In order to go to the theatre in Japan one has to get up earlier 
than usual, for the performances commence at 6 A.M., and ter- 
minate at 8 or 9 P.M.; and some idea may be formed of the 
powers of endurance of all concerned when we mention that 
three whole days are not always sufficient to finish certain pieces. 
Etiquette still forbids great dignitaries, meu of letters, and 
officials of high rank from showing themselves at the theatre, 
and their wives only go there incognito ; so the vast majority 
of the audience is composed of people in holiday attire, such as 
shopkeepers, peasants, artisans, boatmen, porters, and the like, 
who go with their whole families. 

We next have a brief glimpse of the internal arrangements of 
a theatre, where “the musicians, clad in sacerdotal garb, never 
cease playing on drums, flutes, and three-stringed guitars, at 
one time to divert the audience during the entr’actes, and at 
another to accompany the actors ; and it isa great proof of the 
placidity of the Japanese nature that 1,500 persons can listen to 
this squeaking for twelve hours at a stretch without exhibiting 
the least sign of mental agony !” 

The pay of the actors is not high, and but rarely exceds 1,000 
rios per annum at the outside : sometimes their pay depends upon 
the success of the performances ; some again play for nothing, 
and with no other profit beyond the advantage of making 
themselves a name. Women never appear on the stage, 
and their parts are very effectively taken by men, though 
their voices betray them directly they speak. As amongst 
the Greeks, continues M. Bousquet, and in our own middle 

ages, the origin of the drama in Japan is of a religious 
nature ; its beginnings recall our mysteries, celebrated at first in 
the churches, next transferred to the palace and thence to the 
theatre. Having given us the same fable about the first origin 
of the dramatic art as Mr. Mitford had previously given in his 
Tales of Old Japan, and which that gentleman tells us is to be 
found in the Zoku Nipon At, or supplementary history of Japan, 
M. Bousqnet discusses tragedy, comedy, and the xo, or classical 
opera, as it has been called, which is performed chiefly in princely 
palaces, and he cites and analyses specimens of each class, but his 
remarks on these heads extend to so great a length that it is 
impossible for us to follow him through them, although they are 
naturally of very considerable interest. He concludes his in- 
structive paper with some observations respecting Japanese 
novels, a subject which is intimately connected with the theatre, 
and the more so as it is very rare to find the text of a piece for 
sale, and it is the corresponding novel alone which can be pur- 
chased. The women are almost the only readers of this class of 
literature, and for the small subscription of half-a-dollara month 
they get what books they want atalibrary. Apart from their 
titles, these novels resemble one another precisely, and as a 
specimen of what they are all like, M. Bousquet gives a succinct 
analysis of one of the most popular, the Aosun-Kinguro. 








THE AUSTRIAN POLAR EXPEDITION. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


The telegraph will have informed you of the return of the 
Palapabegs orth Pole Expedition, which had not been heard of 
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came to hand announcing their arrival at Vardoe, a little com- 
mercial and fishing port in Norway at the mouth of the Varanger 
Fiord, and about four degrees to the Kast of the North Cape. 
The expedition was fitted out at Bremen, and was under the 
commind of Captain Weyprecht, of the Austrian navy, and 
Licut. Payer, formerly an officer in the Imperial army, and well 
known to the readers of Dr. Petermann’s “ Geogr. Mittheilungen,” 
from his numerous accounts of his mountain and glacier ascents 
in the Austrian Switzerland. The Tegethof, in which they em- 
barked, was a screw steamer, built and fitted out at Bremen for 
this special service, and they sailed in her from the Weser in the 
month of July, 1872, for Tromsoe, in Norway, whence they took 
their final departure for the unexplored north, taking with them 
the Norwegian Captain Carlsen, an experienced navigator of the 
icy sea, There were also five other scientific men on board, and 
with the crew and engineer were twenty-three persons, all told. 
The vessel was provisioned for three years, and their instruc- 
tions were to explore the sea to the east of Spitzbergen and No- 
vaya Zemlya, along the coast of Siberia, and endeavour to reach 
Behring’s Straits by that route. That object, however, was not 
realised ; but, on the other hand, they made some valuable dis- 
coveries in another direction, especially a large mountainous 
island or continent to the north of Novaya Zemlya, and often 
sighted from Spitzbergen, but always unapproachable on account 
of the ice. The officers of the expedition landed on this island, 
and propose to call it Franz Joseph’s Land. The following is a 
translation of the telegram sent by Weyprecht to Count Wilczek, 
an A istrian noble himself, an Arctic explorer :— 


In August, 1872, locked in by ice and frozen up ; knocked about in 
the pack-ice fur fourteen months, 1873, five summer months’ of work 
to endeavour to gut clear of ice, but without effect. Ship raised seven 
feet out of the water by the pressure of the ice. August, 1873, dis- 
covered large tracts of land north of 80 deg. Locked up by ice and 
wintered in 79 deg. 51 min. N. lat. and 59 deg. E. lon. Landed and 
made excursions, but could not find the northern or eastern termination. 
May 20, abandoned the vessel and came over the ice in a southerly 
direction in four slelges and ice-boats. After a troublesome and diffi- 
cult journey of ninety-six days on the ice, fell in with a Russian 
schooner in Dunen Bay, Novaya Zemlya. The chief engineer, Krisch 
by name, died of tuberculose, the remainder all alive and well. Great 
collection of observations. Request permission of the Emperor to name 
the place discovered—Franz Joseph's Land. Money required 1,200 
roubles silver. Pay owing to the crew 11,385 florins silver, and 4,000 
florins due for remunerations. Travelling expenses from Tromsoe to 
Vienna estimated to be 3,400 florins. Pray advise Agaard (the Aus- 
trian consular agent at Tromsce) by telegraph to lend me 8,000 florins 
for journey to Vienna, charters and advances.—(Signed) WryYPRECHT. 

Another telegram has been received by Count Wilczek from 
Lieut. Payer, giving further particulars of the expedition. It is 
as follows :— 


Vardoe, 3rd September, 4 o’clock.—The vessel has been without a 
harbour for two years, during which time we were blucked up by the 
ice. For fourteen months driven about to the north of Novaya 
Zemlya. During the first winter ship suffered severely from pressure 
of the ice. In the autumn of 1873 driven to within three miles of un- 
known land. Passed the second winter in 79 deg. 51 min. north and 
59deg. east. 1874, from March 9 to May 4, travelled in sledyes over 
part of the new discovery, from 79 deg. 54 min. to 82 deg. 5 min., and 
sighted land in 83"deg. Country extends at least 15 degrees of longi- 
tude, but except on the south side no termination of the land visible 
from the summit of the highest mountains, which are 5,000 feet high, 
and of the dolorite formation. Very little drift-wood seen. Arctic 
voyage follows large tracts of land bridged over by one-year-old ice, 
North of 82 deg. coast-water and drift ice visible, therefore a wake. 
Maximum of cold 37 deg. Reaumur under zero, on the land journey in 
the middle of March. Land expedition lasted seven months. In the 
night of May 20 abandoned the ship. August 15th, reached the 
boundary of the ice, in 77 deg. 40 min. north lat., Motoschkin Schaar 
bearing south. August 24th, fell in with Russian fishermen, who con- 
veyed usto Norway. With!the exception of Krish, who died, all the party 
arealive and well. Ask his Majesty’s permission to call the newly-dis- 
covered land Franz-Joseph’s Land. Pray send order for 2,600 florins 
paper for sledge journey, premium recognised, and if possible a re- 
muneration to the surgeon for his valuable and important services. 
Send telegrams to the Press at Vienna, Pesth, and Klagenfurt, and also 
to Dr. Petermann at Gotha. (Signed) Payer. 

We hear that the whole party are expected to arrive in a few 
days (by the Norwegian steamer Hakon Karl, from Hammerfest, 
touching at Tromsoe and Christiania) in this city, en route for 
Vienna. In the meantime the Managing Committee of the 
Hamburg Geographical Society have, through their President— 
Burgermeister Dr. Kirchenfrauer—sent a telegraphic message to 
the Gerinan Consul-General at Christiania requesting him to 
congratulate the intrepid voyagers on their safe return, and in- 
vite them to attend a special general meeting of the society on 
the evening of their arrival here. Ihave reason to believe 
that there will be a very numerous muster of the members on 
that occasion, to express their sympathy and admiration of the 
gallant conduct of the party, as well as the dangers and hard- 
ships they had to endure. The Senate, too, as a special recogni- 
tion of the importance of the discoveries achieved by the ex- 
pedition, have given orders to the commander of the State 
steamer to proceed down the Elbe as soon as the Norwegian 
steamer’s arrival at Cuxhaven is announced by telegraph, and to 
bring up the party to this city—an honour hitherto only accorded 
to crowned heads and other very distinguished personages, 
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FORMOSA. 


The following is an extract from an account of a visit to For- 
mosa, contributed to The Times by a correspondent signing him- 
self “ E. B. AL.”:— 

I started from Takow on the morning of the 17th of October, shortly 
after daylight in company with the captain of the man-of-war in which 
I had come to Formusa und two other gentiemen, one of whom was a 
resident at Takow, acquainted with the country and the local Chinese 
dialect. We owe it to him that we were able to make the expedition, 
as it would have been impossible to penetrate into the interior without 
an interpreter. A traveller arriving at this village at nightfall would 
be strangely impressed by hearing the solemn and familiar strain of the 
Old Hundredth rising fitfully through the thick growth of bamboos, 
guiding him to the home of the chief of the small community. The 
Presbyterian mission has been exceptionally successful in Formosa, and 
thanks to their labours our first night's halt was among Christian 
Chinese. The farm house of the headman was a quadrangle, 
one side of which formed the dwelling-house, in which the prin- 
cipal room was ornamented with engravings from the J/ustratcd News. 
Early on the ensuing morning we resumed our journey in the sedan 
chairs. For upwards of ten miles our road lay through richly-culti- 
vated districts such as we had scen the day before, but as we neared 
the mountains the aspect of the plain changed. The hand of the hus- 
bandmen seemed to have relaxed its grasp ; the soil, apparently as rich 
as any we had passed through, remained untilled ; no bamboo groves 
diversified the landscape ; wild nature was tenant of the land. We 
had reached the neutral zone between the conquered and unconquered 
parts of the island. Behind us were the rural homes of the Chinese ; 
in front, the mountain fastnesses of the savayes. The internecine 
strife which continues to this day between the inhabitants of the plain 
and the mountain has produced a wilderness sume ten miles in breadth 
at the foot of the mountain range. Within this neutral district, how- 
ever, are a few villages where the savages and the Chinese meet to 
exchange commodities. At Hoansia, where we had passed the 
night, we had been urged to proceed no further, as a party 
of marauding savages had been surrounded on the previous 
day, and two of their number had been captured and beheaded. 
Such an incident was, however, of too common an_ occurrence 
to be likely to make any change in the friendliness with which 
Europeans were regarded, and we thought ourselves justified in 
not heeding the advice, and pursued our way to a neutral village 
named Kalipo, the Christian Headman of Hoansia accompanying us. 
At Kalipo the wife of the Headman was of savage birth, and sister of 
the chief whose home in the mountains it was our object to reach. We 
experienced considerable delay befure we could prevail upon her to act 
as our guide without sending word previously to know if we should 
be welcome ; and, indeed, she refused to venture upon doing so unless 
she could find two uther women to go with us. There were several 
savages in the village, who for a bit of red cloth would have taken us 
anywhere ; but we were given to understand that we could only pene- 
trate with safety provided we were under female escort. Our next 
difficulty was tu prevail upon our Chinese baggage-carriers to accom- 
pany us. Their terror at the idea of entering the dreaded territory 
was such that bribes and threats appeared at first tu be useless to shake 
their determination to abandon us. [In the end the greater part of our 
things were left behind and the rest carried by the more valiant of the 
crew, to whom we assured protection as far as we were able. 


When we were about to move forward a savage appeared whose rank 
we concluded to be greater than or equal to that of the warrior who 
had first stood by our side, for he stopped the advance and began a 
lively dispute with him. We learnt afterwards that he claimed the 
rizht tv escort us up the mountain. Towards eight o’clock we reached 
our destination—a village situate sume 2,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. The scene of our arrival was illuminated by flaming millet stalks, 
held by savages. An old man came forward and shook each of us by 
the hand. Immediately afterwards a youth put his arm round my 
waist and led me along the road, which was paved in with rude flag- 
stones in the most inconvenient manner, as about every ten paces a flag- 
stone was placed upright, obliging one to step over it. We weresoon again 
in darkness, and Yielt really grateful to my friendly guide who seemed 
to be taking so much care of ie, till I found that with the hand which 
was not round my waist he had succeeded in extricating my revolver from 
my belt. Tendeavoured to regain possession of it, and, before I knew 
where I was, I found mysclf engaged in a struggle, which would pro- 
bably have ended in my discomtiture, as I quickly recognised the 
superior strenzth and agility of my friend, when a light was shed upon 
the scene from a neizhbouring doorway, on which he suddenly disap- 
peared, leaving the revolver in my hands. A few steps further brought 
us to the house of the chief, who was a ruler over ten tribes. He was 
away on a hunting expedition, and we were received by his wife. She 
howed to us as we advanced in succession with all the dignity of a 
Western Princess, On her head was a massive wreath of brilliant 
yellow flowers, and we learnt afterwards that married women had the 
privilegs of wearing flowers in their hair, while those who were 
not married might only wear leaves. Her dress was of green cloth 
with a red and yellow border, and round her neck she wore necklaces of 
beads. The rovum was soon filled with a crowd of natives, whose 
curiosity about us it was difficult to appease. They were friendly, but 
inconvenient, and it was impossible to escape from them. Our only 
compensation was that we were equally curious about them, and their 
appearance was most picturesque. Some wore a species of headdress 
which, looked at from the front. resembled a cocked hat with a fringe 
of many-coloured feathers, others wreaths of small rosy apples, others 
chaplets of wild boars’ tusks. 


In the morning, when we announced our intention to return to the 
plain, difficulties were put in our way, and we were told that we could 
not be permitted to leave until the arrival of the chief. A number of 
lances were stacked against the wall of the house, and the natives 
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destined to do the service of outposts came one after another, received 
their orders, took a lance, and darted away. The distribution of the 
cloth and beads, which we had brought with us_as presents, occupied 
about two hours, and produced interminable disputes. On finding 
that we were denuded of all we had Lrought with us we determined 
tu make good our retreat, for the return of the chief and his hunting 
party would have been embarrassing if we had no presents. It was 
also not at all unlikely that the marauders whose heads had been cut 
off two days before in the plain had belonged to this party, and that 
the survivors might be inclined to reprisals. On the wife of the chief 
being informed that we positively intended starting whether she sent 
an escort with us or not, no further opposition was made; on the con- 
trary, she attired herself in a gala costume of green cloth, did up her 
hair with fresh flowers, and smeared her face with oil. Then 
seating herself on the divan she extended her hand for us to 
kiss as we bade her farewell. I fired three shots from my rifle, 
which I was told was a civility, and we started down the moun- 
tain. On reaching the outskirts of the village we were requested 
to{ stop, and presently we saw the wife of the chief lieing carried 
down the path towards us on the back of a stalwart warrior. We 
learnt that it was against etiquette for her to put her feet to the 
ground outside her own precincts, but that as she wished to see us 
safely on our road she had desired to be carried to the limits of the 
settlement. ‘The warrior deposited her upon a stone bench, and we 
again bade her a formal farewell. An escort of picked men accompa- 
nied us on our descent, which was rapidly accomplished. On nearing 
the plain we divided the last remnant of red cloth among them, and 
once more wrangling began as to the share to which each was entitled. 
We should have been glad to leave our wild acquaintance with mutual 
expressions of goodwill ; but, as it was, we had to make our retreat at 
a moment when their savage nature was making itself unpleasamtly 
conspicuous, and their countenances were distorted with the expression 
of envy, hatred, and malice. An hour's walk in the plain brought us 
to Kalipo, and on the following day we returned to Taku, 


MURDER OR SUICIDE 1 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sir,—The Overland Straits Tins of July 25 thus eloquently 
expresses itself in reference to Lord Stanley of ‘Alderley’ 
speech of last May on Straits matters :— 


When Sir H. Ord was here he had to bear in silence the imputa- 
tions publicly current as to the wretched presents which he thought he 
could not in courtesy refuse, and his mouth was shut when Lord Stan- 
ley took up the matter in the House of Lords. Ina matter of life or 
death to his personal character and reputation, he could only defend 
himself through the Secretary of State, a mode of defence which, 
ably and loyally as it was done, could hardly have satisfied his sense of 
indignation when wrongfully accused of what he knew himself inno- 
cent. The inference, we think, is that to make a charge against a pub- 
lic man upon mere hearsay or frivolous grounds, nay, without proof 
positive and unquestionable, is cowardly and unfair, and we almost 
think ought to be punished with exceptional punishment. 


This is high-souled and noble, indeed. Why did not Sit 
Harry, like his predecessors, and like the Governors of other 
colonies, send to the Treasury the presents which he could not 
refuse?) Why was he condemned to silence in the colony, when 
he might have prosecuted his libellers ; or why has he not since 
supplied the public with that complete contradiction of all im- 
putations against him which the noble lord offered to pay for 
with a public apology? These are questions worth answering. 
But they are comparatively unimportant. What is important 
is, to ask who is the culprit that deserves the exceptional a 
nishment ? Lord Stanley? Why so? He only believed that 
the following passage, which he read to his fellow peers, was no! 
devoid of foundation, seeing that it had been published in a 
newspaper of repute and respectability :— 


It may ve well to move to have a committee—not a jobbed one— 
to inquire into the practice of his Excellency the Governor (Ord) of 
receiving presents from different persons, native chiefs and others, and 
the time and occasion when these presents were received. ... . The 
subject of present-taking by the Guvernor is notorious, and that high 
official in no way conceals the fact. Can the public, however, believe 
that when a public man publicly takes presents he will be very parti: 
cular as to their nature and extent, or be very communicative as to all 
the good things he may receive? The bold admission that he does re- 
ceive presents may be but a blind as to their importance and in- 
fluence. 


If it was “ base and cowardly” to read such a statement in 
reliance on the respectability of the paper which published it, 
and to ask the Government whether they had enquired into its 
truth, how is the conduct of those persons to be designated who 
printed and promulgated it “on hearsay and frivolous grounds, 
if not editorially, at least without a word of dissent or objection ! 
I must ask the Straits Times to dip again into its vocabulary 
for suitable language, and to devise also an exceptional punish- 
ment for such conduct, for the passage just cited occurs in its 
own columns of the 23rd of August, 1873. Its invective recalls 
to mind the fate of that unhappy American martyr to absence 
of mind, who one night fancied himself a burglar, and did not 
discover his mistake until he had run himself through the bedy.

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There is no very strikiny feature in the Chine Revivw for May 
and June, but we are glad to see the journal sustained. Miss L. M. 
Fay contributes “The Borrowed Boots,” a specimen of a Chinese 
farce; Mr. E. (. Bowra a paper on Hainan, an island about 
which we wish that more copious and trustworthy information 
was available than is at present the case ; and Mr. Geo, Hughes 
the first instalment of “'The Japanese and China.” Mr. C. F. 
R. Allen, of H.M.’s Consular Service, furnishes two papers of 
some interest, the one comprising a few notes respecting the 
Chung Ling spring at Chinkiang, and the other being the first 
portion of translations from the “ Liao-Chai Chih-yi,” or tales 
of the marvellous collected in moments of leisure. This num- 
ber also contains an article on Kang-hi Dictionaries, the con- 
clusion of a “Chinese Webster,” by the Rev. J. Nacken, and 
two papers by Dr. Hirth relating to geographical matters. Mr. 
C. Piton contributes some odd information in a “note” entitled 
“Chinese Anthropophagy,” in regard to which we think that he 
ought to have qualified his statements by remarking that the 
horrible custom which he describes is peculiar to Southern 
China, for we do not remember to have heard of similar occur- 
rences in the Central and Northern provinces of the Empire. 
In his “ Literary Intelligence” the editor falls into a curious 
error; he quotes The Times as his authority for saying that a 
poetical account of the Chinese conquest of Nepaul in a.p. 1790, 
written by the Emperor of China, is among the vecent additions 
tothe British Museum. Reference to the London und Chinu 
Tedegravh of May 18, and the London and Chine LEwpress of 
May 15, under the head of Literature, will show that the in- 
formation is taken verbutém from tke annual return of the in- 
come and expenditure, &c., of the British Museum for the past 
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The Vigilant, now fitting out at Portsmouth as a tender for 
the service of the new Commander-in-Chief on the China station 
(Vice-Admiral A. P. Ryder), is expected to sail on the sth 
inst.

Lieutenant Hugh C. D. Ryder (in command); Navigating-

charge), R. A. Mowll, M.D.; Sub-Lieutenant I. O. Pike ; 
Gunner, W. Ricketts; Engineers, R. Sutherland and G. Triggs ; 
Assistant-engineer, G. H. Hearson. The ship’s complement is 
73 officers and men, 





Caps in Philip Colomb, who has just commissioned the Audacious 
(Vice-Admiral Ryder's flagship), entered the navy in 1846. He served 
as mate in the Serpent, 12, in the Kast Indies, from May 8, 1852, until 
paid off at the commencement of 1854, and on March 14 of the same 
year was appointed to the Phoenix, 8, Captain KH. A. Inglefield, in 
which ship he was employed in the Arctic Regions, and on February 3, 
1855, was promoted to lieutenant. As licutenant he served in the 
Hastings, 60, in the Baltic, from the date of his promotion to the close 
of the Russian war, and in the Excellent, gunnery ship, from January 1 
until December 15, 1857. From the latter date until Febrnary 1, 1863, 
he was flag-lieutenant successively to Rear-Admirals Sir Thomas S. 
Pasley, Bart., and T. M. C. Symonds, C.B., at Devonport, and from 
June 11 until promoted to commander, December 12, 1863, was addi- 
tional of the Edgar, 71, flagship of Rear-Admiral Dacres, with the 
Channel Squadron. From March 20 till December 7, 1865, he was 
borne on the books of the Edgar as additional for special service, and 
from the latter date until the commencement of 1867 on the books of 
the Victory for temporary service. On July 8, 1868, he was appointed 
to the command of the Dryad, 4, sloop, in the East Indies, where he 
remained until posted April 4, 1870. Captain Colomb was engaged in 
1864 with Captain Bolton, of the 12th Regiment, in carrying out a 
series of experiments with their systems of flashing signals at extreme 
ranges, the object aimed at being the combination of both systems for 
paval and military purposes, and more especially with reference to 
coast defence. He also published a pamphlet, “ How Collisions at Sea 
Occur,” having reference to the Hetton x. The Uhlenhorst, a letter 
addressed to Rear-Admiral Collinson, R.N., C.B., and Captain Pigott, 
the Nautical Assessors who tried the case. He was engaged more re- 
cently upon an entire reorganisation of the lighting of Her Majesty’s 
ships. Captain Colomb has received three medals for his services. 

The following officers, who last served on the China station, have 
been appointed as under :—Lieutenant F. Papillon (in the Juno from 
1872 to 1873), to the Bittern, gun-vessel, Mediterranean ; Lieutenant 
the Hon. F. R. Sandilands (in the Avon from 1872 to 1873), to the 
Audacious, the new flagship for the China station ; Navigating sub- 
lieutenant H. B. Newton (in the Rinaldo from 1873 to 1874), to the 
Topaze, frignte, detached squadron ; Mr. W. C. Grabam, enginecr (in 
the Midge from 1872 to 1874), to the Helicon, despatch-vessel, Medi- 
terranean ; Mr. J. F. Lewis, engineer (in the Leven from 1871 to 1873), 
to the Pigeon, gunboat, Mediterranean ; Mr. G. F. Ludlow, engineer 
(in the Salamis from 1869 to 1872), to the Wizard, gunboat, Mediter- 
ranean ; the Rev. J. Edwards, M.A., chaplain (in the Iron Duke from 

1871 to 1874), to the Vanguard, coastguardship at Kingstown ; W. J. 
8. Cannon, nasistant-paymaster (in the Salamis from 1873 to 1874), to 
the Vigilant, despatch vessel, fitting out for China. 

The crew of the Audacious, the new flagship for the China station, 
are now, in accordance with the Admiralty regulations of the present 
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day, engaged in completing the rigging of the yessel at Chatham Dock- 
yard, the men being quartered on board the Forte, a vessel which was 
fitted up as a receiving shipat Chatham when the new order was iasued 
that in future crews should rig vessels fitting out, and not the riggers 
of the dockyards, as had hitherto been the practice. 

Colonel C. Shadwell, C.B., of the 19th Regiment, who served with 
the Ysth Regiment in the China expedition in 1842, and was present at 
the attack and capture of Chin-Kiang and the investment of Nanking, 
his become Major-General.

The directors of the London Bank of Mexico and South Ame- 
rica (Limited) have decided to recommend, at the meeting on 
the 22nd inst., a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum. 
At the corresponding period of last year the rate was 10 per 
cent. : 

The directors of the London and San Francisco Bank (Limited) 
notify that they have declared a dividend on account of 3 per 
eae being 6s. per share, for the half-year ending the 30th June 
ast. 

The report of the Cuba Submarine Telegraph Company has 
been issued for the half-year ending the 30th June. The balance 
of the revenue account amounts to £5,895 13s. 7d., and the ex- 
traordinary expenditure for the repair of the cable to £21,747 
2s. 5d., absorbing the whole of the balance at the reserve fund— 
£12,243 13s. 6d.—and the above profit of the half-year, and 
leaving £3,567 15s, 4d. to be carried forward to the debit of the 
current account. 

At an adjourned special general meeting of the shareholders 
in the Great Western Railway of Canada, Mr. Childers, M.P., 
was elected chairman of the new hoard, eight members of which 
were also elected at the same time. The remaining three will 
be selected by the board. 

An additional return of capital in the Bank of London of 5s. 
per share -has just been announced, making, with the previous 
returns, the sum of £6 per £10 per share. There are other 
assets yet to be realised. The bank has been over eight years in 
liquidation, and the interest on customers’ balances, and liqui- 
dation and other expenses, have represented over £5 per share, 
so that at the time of its suspension the bank was perfectly 
solvent. 

A petition has been filed in the County Court at Dewsbury on 
behalf of Messrs. Gomersall Brothers, woollen manufacturers. 
Bad trade, losses, large stocks, and pressure by their bankers is 
said to be the cause of stoppage. The liabilities are about 
£90,000, and Mr. Good is appointed the receiver. 

The suspension is reportadot Messrs. John Miller and Com- 
pany, ptpermakers, of Denny and Colinton, and stationers at 
Glasgow. The unsecured liabilities are estimated at £30,000. 

The failure is announced of Mr. Castle Kelsey, corn merchant, 
of Hull, with liabilities for £250,000. 

The price of Bar Silver has slightly declined ; and for the 
amounts received this week 57 15-16d. for Fine Silver has been 
realised ; the market is by no means tirm, nearly all orders hav- 
ing been filled. Mexican Dollars remain without alteration. 

The bullion per P. and O. steamer Zambesi, from Southamp- 
ton Sept. 10, was in gold, to Galle, £135. 








THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for August have been issued, and 
re very unfavourable. The total value of the exports for the 
month amounted to £20,503,756, ngainst £22,657,334 in the cor- 
responding month of 1873, being a decrease of 9} per cent. ; 
and this is the more marked, as following a similar decrease 
upon 1872. The decrease is, however, chiefly in value. The 
total value of the imports was £32,433,26, against £29,894,506, 
being an increase of &} per cent. upon 1873. But it will be re- 
membered that in the previous month there was a decrease in 
the imports total of about 7 percent. In the exports, cotton 
yarn shows a decrease in quantity of 4} per cent. ; but in this 
case the decrease in value is only 1} per cent. ; cotton piece 
goods, a decrease in quantity of 8 per cent., and of 11 per cent. 
in value ; linen yarn, an increase of 1 per cent. in quantity, but 
a decrease of 11 per cent. in value ; linen piece goods, a decrease 
of 2 per cent. in quantity, and 4} per cent. in value; woollen 
yarn, a decrease of 12 per cent. in both quantity and value ; 
woollen cloths, an increase of 5} per cent. in quantity and 7 per 
cent. in value; worsted stuffs, a decrease of ie per cent. in 
quantity, and 21 per cent. in value ; iron and steel, a decrease of 
5 per cent. in quantity, and as much as 13} per cent. in value ; 
and coal, &c., manufactured, an increase of 293 per cent. in 
quantity, but here the increase in value is only 22 per cent, 
With regard to the imports, raw cotton shows an increase of 234 
per cent. in quantity, and 252 per cent. in value ; flax an increase 
of 50} per cent. in quantity, and 42 per cent. in value ; raw silk, 
an increase of 584 per cent. in quantity, and 50 per cent. ig 
value ; wool, a decrease of 25 per cent. in quantity, and 31 per 
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cent. in value ; tea shows an increase in value of 30 per cent. 
coffee a decrease of 4 per cent. in the quantity entered for home 
consumption, but the total value shows a decrease of 21% per 
cent. e exports for the eight months reached £159,477,032, 
against £171,401,295 in the corresponding period of last year, 
and the imports £252,338,598, against £245,970,964.
